True Bear Stories

An old Indian friend of mine named 
Robert Bear (still living), with whom 
I passed’ the spring on two neighbor- 
ing stages in the floo@ed lands of the} 
lower Saskatchewan many years ago, 
used. to chat»with me over hig hunt- 
ing experiences round the camp fre; 
saine fire being built on a clay bot- ‘| 
tom, on the poles which formed the | 
floor of each stage, and I have known 
the water rise very close to the floor, 
but this only for a short time and 
when the ice had jammed at the el- 


bow of the Big River 

Robert was a sinc¢ere Christian and 
a devout member of the English 
Church which has done so much to- 
wards the work amongst the Indian 
tribes of the Northwest; his grand- 
mother was, it.is said an Esquimaux, 
while he .was born and brought up 
amongst the swampy Crees of the 
lower Red River. settlement.. A. 
splendid big game and fur hunter, he 
was gemarkably cool in moments of 
danger as the following incidents will 
show. 

At my request for a story one even- 
ing, Robert said, “I was in the employ 
of the Hudsons Bay Company at 
Fairford Post, situated at the .north 
end of Lake Manitoba, and the master 
there had occasion to send an express 
packet of importance to Fort Garry; 
this I was to take alone and on. foot, | 
and I decided tp strike a direct course 
through the bush and swamps. . It 
was in the spring of the year and I

careful aim I fired and killed him dead 
within a few feet: of his mate.” :

To any Canadian who'may protest 
that the allotments of money for for- 
est protection by any government or 
private interest appear excessive, let 
him consider some of the bills the: 
Canadian people cheerily pay for their 
everyday luxuries: 

We spend on face powder and per- 
fumery $1,000,000. The bill for ice 
cream cones for juvenilé Canadians is 
larger than the total amount spent on 
all forms of forest protection and for- 
estry: in the province of Ontafio. 

The national. bill for - cigarettes 
alone is. over $23,000,000, and for 
cigars over $12,000,000. 

When any complaint is heard that 
the nation is paying teo much for the 
maintenance of forestry branches, let 
it be considered that’all such expenses 
bulked together barely come up to the 
national outlay for the single item of 
chewing gum.

Travel To Far Ribak 


Ready To Market. 
a The Wool Clip 


Warehouses Opened at Regina and 
Portage la Prairie. 

The Canadian Co-operative Wool 
Growers, Ltd., are making: arrange- 
ments for handling the 1921 wool 
clip of Manitoba and Saskatchewan, 
and as was the case last year they 
have decided to operate two wool re- 
ceiving warehouses, one at Portage la 
Prairie, Manitoba, and the other at 
Regina. These warehouses will be 
open to receive wool and sheepskins 
from June 1 to August 15, and upon 
request woolsacks and paper: twine 
will .be sent out to contributors from 
these points. All correspondence will 
be handled from the Regina-office: - 

The company on request, in addi- 
tion to forwarding woolsacks and 
paper twine to contributors, will also 
forward sufficient Cooper's Dip, cither 
powder or liquid, as desired, to dip 
their flocks, the cost being deducted 
from the wool returns. All wool 
should be shipped to reach the com- 
pany’s warehouse either at Portage la 
Prairie or Regina, between June 1 and 
August 15. The wool will be shipped 
in car_lots from the above points in 
original sacks to the central ware- 
house at Weston, Ont., where it will 
be graded by experienced grades 
provided by the Dominion Livestock 
Branch and weighed by a Dominion 
Government weighmaster. It has 
also been arranged: that -on-request 
from the producer, an advance pay- 
ment ‘of approximately two-thirds of 
the market value of the wool will be 
paid just as soon.as the 
been. graded, the 


wool being sold 
when in the opinion of the manage- 


final returns will be paid to ‘the pro- 
ducers, who will be paid everything 
realized from the sale of the wool less 
the actual cost of marketing, as pro- 
vided by the bylaws of the company.

In Modern Houseboat 


This year the party Saviun the an- 
nual treaty to the Indians of the north 
travel in a: style and comfort 
hitherto unknown by the men who 
make the early trip to the north. A 
large houseboat, constructed by the 
Alberta Motor Boat Works, is taking 
the government men down, the party 
travelling under the aegis of the Hud- 
son’s Bay Company. 

The houseboat “H.B.C.,”. which is 
conveying the party to the habitate of 
the Dogrib and the Slave, is resplen- 
dent in vivid green hull, red water 
line and white deck house with a flag- 
staff in the bows flaunting the flag of 
the H.B.C. and thé Red Ensign float- 
ing from the stern. The houseboat 
marks a new era in transportation for 
the northern rivers, and with the ad- 
vent of airplanes at Fort ‘Simpson, 
tokens the coming of the white man. 

The new craft is fifty feet long, 
with eleven foot beam, and will draw 
twelve inches of water, but despite 
her sizé she is comparatively, light, 
weighing but three tons, which will 
make her easiér of handling on the 
railways and portages. 

The, entire vessel is Alberta made. 
She is constructed from Alberta 
spruce, 
men, and to anyone who knows aught 
of marine construction, she is a 
credit to the builders. The “H.B.C.” 
has no power of her own; she simply 
represents living quarters for the 
treaty party, and will be towed down 
to the Arctic by the gas boat “Neche- 
mus” of the H.B.C, fleet. The “Nec- 
hemus” is a powerful tow boat, equip- 
ped with 60- Caeatvems? Buffalo en- 
gines, 

Once on the rontheth waters, aoe 
plan to be followed will be’ 
leave the houseboat tied up to ‘the 
bank at the head of the various rivers 
which flow into the Mackenzie, while 
the ‘‘Nechemus” will go up the rivers 
and pay the treaty to the Indians, 
the treaty. party returning to the 
houseboat at night, when possible. In 
this way tribes can be reached, »who 
might otherwise be ‘overlooked, and 
it is the intention of the treaty ‘party 
to get.in touch with all the northern
